LL previous notices issued by the Harbour Master 

of British Columbia, having reference to the Sand 
Heads of Fraser River, are hereby rescinded. 

The following directions are published for general 


-information : 


The Beacons carried away'since last fall have been 
re-constructed, excepting the South Sand Head No. 1, 
and the following alterations and additions made. The 
Light Ship now buildiug/ will be placed near to the 
South Sand Head, being substituted for No. 1 Beacon : 

The Beacons are formed with clusters of piles, each 
3Jeacon having a distinguishing feature at the top of 
the piles, and being numbered consecutively from 2 to 
10, irrespeetive of the Grib on the North Sand Head. 

No. 2. Beacon, Nortu- Saxp Heap—Placed in 1-foot 
at low water, ja cable from the buoy in aN. W. direc- 
tion, showing from a Southerly beariog a black dia- 
mond elevated on @ pole 16 feet above the top of the 
piles. : 

A }-of a eable distant from) No. 2 Beacon, tarther on 
the Sand, is a loaded crib in an’ incomplete state at 
present; at high water spring tides it is awash, but at 
low water it looms like the hull-of a small vessel, A 
pole 20 feet long with’a black board at the top poiat- 
ing to the Channel is secured to it. A permanent Sea 
Mark will be built upon itin the course of a few months, 
of which due notice sball beigiven. 

No. 3. Beacon, Norra Sayp—In‘6 feet at low water, 
shows black and white horizontal stripes both on the 
pole and ‘beacon, and is situated about half-way be- 
tween chequered and black buoys. 

No. 4. Beacon, Noxrtu Saxp—1 cable distant inaS. 
W. direction from black top buoy, is distinguished by 
a black triangle elevated on a white pole 16 feet above 
the piles, and placed ‘in 2 feet at low water. The piles 
are white-washed: i 

No. 5. Beavos, Norta Sayp—On the spit 1} cable 
from red top buoy (placed in 5 fect at low water). This 
beacon is remarkable from its leaning position and is 
readily distinguished by the red cask on a white pole 
above the piles, the tops of which are also white. 

No: 6. Beacos, Norra. Sanp—1 cable distant from 
white buoy in a Westerly direction, is placed in 7 feet 
at low water. On the top.of tbe pole isa white trian- 
gle, the apex of which is on; the lower part of the pole. 
This beacon forms o-conspicuous object and must be 
appreciated, as it will guide Vessels in the Channel 
when entering and leaving the River. ‘The beacon. is 
all white. 

No. 7. Bracoy, Sours Saxp—Is a black beacon 
placed in.6 feet at low water, having a St. Andrew's 
cross tleyated on a pole 16 feet above the piles. - 

No. 8. Bracoy, South Saxyp—A cable’s length from 
No. 7, in 1 foot -at low water. This Beacon is-white, 
baving a St. Andrew’s cross ona pole as above de- 
scribed in No. 7. As. thesé Beacons, No. 7 and 8, are 
intended as marks for crossing the Bar, they are here- 
efter alluded to as the x Beacons. This Beacon (No. 8) 
is not to be regarded in any way except to lead Vessels 
over the Bar in the deepest,water. For Vessels of 
large draught the x Beacoes will be found invaluable, 
as by taking care to “ port ’ gufficiently soon, after 
passing the black top buoy, so ag to cross when ina 
line, they will lead over the Bar, carrying from 19 to 
92 feet at high water Spring Tides. In all other parts 
of the Channel much deeper water will be found.  Af- 
ter the red ‘top Beacon is brought in a line with the 
white Beacon ‘(No. 6), the red top buoy may be with 
safety rounded, them steer ip direction for the white 
buoy, and from thence to the Ball Beacon on Garry 
Point. 

No. 9. Bsacoy, Sovtn)-Saxo—On the edge of the 
bank, placed in | foot at low water, is nearest to the 
Mouth of the River, and distinguished by # black pole 
having at the top two’ black boards on two sides of the 
pole horizontal with each éther. The tops of the piles 
are also black. 

No. 10, Bsacon—Is a jand mark placed on Garry 
Point to indicate the Mouth of the River, which shows 
from every direction & large White Ball. - The braces, 
6 feet of the pole, and the tops of the piles are black. 
The lower part of the Beacon is white-washed. 

All buoys on the North Sand, after entering the 
Channel with Vessels of large draught, should be pass- 
ed close on the “ port” hand. Caution is hereby given 
that the Beacons capstructed on the Sand Heads are 
not intended as marks for the Navigable waters of the 
Channel but to indicate the locality of thé several 
buoys. 

The old white buoy has been removed and-a red spar 
buoy placed on the spit df the middle Sand inside Gar- 
ry Point, ‘in 12 feet at law water, which muat be past 
by Vessels Entering the River on the starboard hand. 

* By following the above directions Mariners will find 
the Channel well and clearly defiued, and with ordinary 
care a perfect stranger may navigate his Vessel with 
safety into Fraser River.

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MUNICIPAL INSTITUTIONS. 





New Westminster was the first city on the | 
British Pacific to possess Municipal Institations 
Victoria came next. It is true the constitution | 


granted to this city was wretcliedly defective and | 


ordinary magnitude, a comparison instituted be- | 
tween the Municipal administration of the two | 
capitals of these colonies will redound Yery much 
to the credit of our own town. To those who 
saw the site of New Westminster prior to the | 
establishment of a Municipal Council asd who | 
see it now it needs no effort on our part to prove 
the great benefits which have accrued from such | 
an institution. Invested with the most) meager | 
powers, the Council has accomplished an Bmazing | 
amount of work ; and, although all ‘the acts and | 
expenditure pf that body did not always pass 
unchallenged or unopposed, yet it must be con- 
ceded generally that the Municipal administra- 
tiomof the affairs of the city has always been | 
characterized by a sincere desire for the general | 
good, and that, whatever local objections may 
have been raised against’ particular works, the 
taxes have been economically and judiciously ex- 
pended: But although in the main we may fair- 
ly felicitate ourselves’ upon the amount of good 
which has already resulted from Municipal Insti- 
tations, yet it most be confessed that the subject 
is not one of unmixed satisfaction. The- stolid | 
indifference evinced during the past year or two 
with regard to the selection of civic representatives 
is a condition of the public mind which bodes no | 
good to the city. An eminent British statesman 


has said of Municipal Institutions, “ They are 
deserving of the highest veneration and respect. 
They are founded on remote antiquity ; they are | 
the basis opon which everything that is good in | 
free institutions is built up and perfected. They 
give to man the privilege of local self-govern- | 
ment. They educate locally the people of a coun- 
try, some afterwards to teke a part in the large 
cOncerns<of the nution——all to be able to form a | 
correct judgment of the conduct of those by whom 
the national affairs are guided. They instruct 
and enlighten the mind, they practice the human | 
intellect in all those exercises’ which render it 
manly and energetic, and they are, therefore, 
deserving of the highest possible commendation | 
and encouragement.” Sach was the language 


used by Lord Palmerston in addressing the Cor- 
poration of Glasgow, and we would seek to im- 
press the sentiment upon every one of our fellow- 
citizens: Profoundly impressed as we are with 
the importance of Manicioal institutions, not only 
asa convenient and effective mode of promoting 
local improvements, but as a school for pre-| 
paring ‘the people for a wise and profitable exer- 

cise of the powers of self-government, we -have h 
observed with pain the growing indifference 
manifested by the rate-payers of this city at re- 
cent Municipal elections. We are not without 
those amongst us who are ever ready to find faalt 
with everything that-is done by the Conneil ; but 
we deny to any rate-payer who will not take the 
trouble to go to the polls and record his vote for 
those candidates whom he believes to be the best 
qualified to promote the interests of the city the 
right to find fault. If rate-payers so utterly neg- 
lect their duty, and hold so lightly their franchise, 
it ill becomes them to be everlastingly finding 
fault with those to whom the affairs of the city 
are entrusted for the nonce. We have said that 
the Manicipal administration of this tity hag 
nothing to lose by a comparison with that of 
Victoria; with her greater population and more 
matored interests. But, while such bas been 
the case so far, let us see to it that the scales may 
not be turned against us ere another civic year 
passes over our heads, Let the supineness which 
bas characterized recent elections disappear with 
the expiringyManicipal year, and let every one 
whose name appears;on the Assessment Roll 
make it s matter of business to go to the polls 
next week and show, by a careful exercise of his 








- francbise, that he feels a becoming interest in 


the welfare of the city and that he appreciates 
the powers of local self-government, meagre as 
they are. It is by making ® good use of what 
we possess that we most effectively assert our 
tight to more. Twelve Councillors are andoabt-
